At their July meeting Monday 
they were discussing the high cost of 
road maintaining equipment and 
what might be done to offset this 
tremendous expense.

Dear editor: 
If a person pinched himself 
every time he hears or reads 
something it’s impossible to 
believe these days he’d stay 
black and blue. It s wall- 
climbing to hear a witness in 
Washington solemnly swear 
he can remember one thing in 
his favor and can’t at all 
recall another thing that’d 
convict him. 
But one of the oddest things 
I’ve read lately, having 
nothing to do with remem­ 
bering, was a statement the 
other day by the chairman of 
the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, Herbert 
Stein. 
In opposing a 5 to 10-billion- 
dollar tax cut to slow down 
inflation, Mr. Stein said it 


wouldn’t do any good. “We 
shouldn’t be putting that 
much money in the hands of 
the people because they’d 
only go out and spend it,” he 
said. 
“Wait a minute,” I said to 
myself before hunting for a 
new spot to pinch, “you mean 
the government will keep that 
5 to 10-billion-dollar denied 
tax cut and put it in a savings 
and loan account? You mean 
the Federal government, 
which has over-spent its 
income every year for the 
past 25 or 30 and is now over 
300 billion dollars in debt, is 
lecturing the people for 
spending money?” 
I got up and went dor a long 
walk. Maybe an economist 
can but I can’t understand 
why if the government spends 
IO billion dollars it’s all right 
but if the people do it’s in­ 
flationary. 
In fact, I have as much 
trouble 
understanding 
economists as economists 
have 
understanding 
the 
economy. 
For 
instance, 


Economist Steins said that 
inflation should be blamed on 
the people for lack of self­ 
discipline, for too many 
dem ands, and that they 
should return to the “old time 
religion’’ of saving and 
controlling their desires. 
This 
is 
true, 
people 
shouldn’t spend more than 
they make and ought to add to 
their savings every pay day, 
but have you ever stopped to 
think what would happen if 
everybody did? If everybody 
saved and saved till we all 
had say $200,000 apiece 
drawing 8 percent interest, or 
$16,000 a year, which ought to 
be enough to live on, how 
much do you 
think $16,000 
would be worth in buying 
power? Probably $250, and 
everybody would have to go 
back to work again. 
It doesn’t pay to think too 
much about economics. It s 
safer to just go on like we are, 
stopping every now and then 
to cuss the government.

Oil Income for 1973 Up 


Despite Production Drop 


Despite 
a 
drop 
in 
production in Jones and most 
other counties of Texas 
during 1973 the oil that was 
produced last year in 203 of 
the state’s 254 counties was 
valued at $5 billion, an in­ 
crease of $500 million over the 
value of oil produced in 1972, 
according to figures compiled 
by Texas Mid-Continent Oil & 
Gas Association. 
The increase in total value 
partially reflects the in­ 
creased prices paid for some 
Texas Crude oil during the 
latter part of 1973. In addition 
to larger payments to royalty 
owners, higher prices also 
have been reflected in the 
state comptroller’s reports of 
increased servance taxes 


paid the oil men of the state 
The state’s production for 
the past year dropped nearly 
6.3 million barrels from the 
record high year of 1972 
despite the 12 months of IOO 
per cent allowable. 
Jones County, which has 
had recorded production 
since 1926, last year produced 
2,106,526 barrels of oil at the 
rate of 5,771 barrels a day 
Production in 1973 boosted 
the county’s production total 
through the end of the year to 
173,101,327 barrels 
Texas production in 1973 
amounted to almost 1.3 billion 
barrels, tops among the 
nation’s oil poroducing states 
and representing 38.6 per 
cent of total U S. production, 


according 
to 
statistics 
compiled by Texas Mid- 
Continent 
Oil 
& 
Gas 
Association. 
In 84 years of recorded 
production, Texas oil fields 
have produced some 38 billion 
barrels of oil—approximately 
36 per cent of the U.S. total. 
“The decline in production 
indicates the basic task of the 
state’s oil men—the more 
extensive development of 
Texas 
fields,” 
said 
the 
A ssociation’s 
president, 
Sherm an Hunt, a Dallas 
independent producer. “But 
if 
Congress 
will 
adopt 
economic policies to en­ 
courage the search for new 
fields, we feel this trend can 
be changed.”

find our way into just about every 
evening.

Neinda Philosopher Gets Ovor His 
Head In Economics-Hearly Drowns 


E ditor’s 
note: 
The 
Neinda Philosopher on his 
Johnson grass farm on 
Route One gets tangled up 
in economics again this 
week. 


Dear editor: 
If a person pinched himself 
every time he hears or reads 
something it’s impossible to 
believe these days he’d stay 
black and blue. It’s wall- 
climbing to hear a witness in 
Washington solemnly swear 
he can remember one thing in 
his favor and can’t at all 
recall another thing that’d 
convict him. 
But one of the oddest things 
I’ve read lately, having 
nothing to do with remem­ 
bering, was a statement the 
other day by the chairman of 
the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, Herbert 
Stein. 
In opposing a 5 to 10-billion - 
dollar tax cut to slow down 
inflation, Mr. Stein said it 


wouldn’t do any good. “We 
shouldn’t be putting that 
much money in the hands of 
the people because they’d 
only go out and spend it,” he 
said. 
“Wait a minute,” I said to 
myself before hunting for a 
new spot to pinch, “you mean 
the government will keep that 
5 to 10-billion-dollar denied 
tax cut and put it in a savings 
and loan account? You mean 
the Federal governm ent, 
which has over-spent its 
income every year for the 
past 25 or 30 and is now over 
300 billion dollars in debt, is 
lecturing the people for 
spending money?” 
I got up and wenttfor a long 
walk. Maybe an economist 
can but I can’t understand 
why if the government spends 
IO billion dollars it’s all right 
but if the people do it’s in­ 
flationary. 
In fact, I have as much

u n d ersta n d in g 
economists as econom ists 
have 
understanding 
the 
economy.

Despite Production Drop 


Despite 
a 
drop 
in 
production in Jones and most 
other counties of Texas 
during 1973 the oil that was 
produced last year in 203 of 
the state’s 254 counties was 
valued at $5 billion, an in­ 
crease of $500 million over the 
value of oil produced in 1972. 
according to figures compiled 
by Texas Mid-Continent Oil & 
Gas Association 
The increase in total value 
partially reflects the in­ 
creased prices paid for some 
Texas Crude oil during the 
latter part of 1973. In addition 
to larger payments to royalty 
owners, higher prices also 
have been reflected in the 
state comptroller’s reports of 
increased servance taxes 


paid the oil men of the state 
The state’s production for 
the past year dropped nearly 
6.3 million barrels from the 
record high year of 1972 
despite the 12 months of IOO 
per cent allowable. 
Jones County, which has 
had recorded production 
since 1926, last year produced 
2,106,526 barrels of oil at the 
rate of 5,771 barrels a day 
Production in 1973 boosted 
the county’s production total 
through the end of the year to 
173,101,327 barrels 
Texas production in 1973 
amounted to almost 1.3 billion 
barrels, tops among the 
nation’s oil poroducing states 
and representing 38 6 per

A road grader which cost $27,000 
just a year ago, now lists at $48,000. 
Each commissioner has at least two. 
Jones County has over 200 miles of 
roads in each precinct and these 
graders see a lot of use.

under the unit system. The high cost 
of transporting a heavy peice of 
equipment from one end of the 
county to the other, they said, could 
offset any saving.
